Walkers and conservationists are angry at work 
carried out to clear a much-loved pathway in Ely

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TREES and hedges along a medi¬ 
eval lane running through the cen¬ 
tre of Ely’s Country Park have been 
“destroyed” - sparking fury from 
residents. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil says that Springhead Lane, also 
known as Lover’s Lane, was “over¬ 
grown” and that work it has carried 
out was “essential”. 

But users of the popular walkway, 
which forms part of Ely’s Hereward 
Way walk, are furious. 

Liz Hunter, who lives in nearby 
Prickwillow Road and is chairman 
of the Ely Wildspace group, said: “I 
am horrified, as is everyone I have 
met on my walks down at the coun¬ 
try park since the weekend. 

“Dozens of trees have been de¬ 
stroyed all the way along Lover’s 
Lane, where the trees used to meet 
to form a tunnel. 


“This is the same lane that local 
people had to clear after the same 
council covered it with a deep layer 
of large gravel that made it difficult 
for walkers and impossible for run¬ 
ners to use. 

“The council says it has hacked 
the trees away to make it safe for 
people to walk. I have walked there 
for more than 30 years without 
problems, as have countless others. 

“It wasn’t overgrown; nobody 


I’ve ever met felt unsafe there and 
now there is absolutely no cover for 
wildlife such as deer and foxes. No 
thought is ever given to the wild¬ 
life.” 

Andrew Balmford, of Chapel 
Street, who is Professor of Conser¬ 
vation Science at the University of 
Cambridge, said he is “deeply sad¬ 
dened”. 

He said: “I’m sure I’m not alone 
in feeling deeply saddened by the 


state of Lover’s Lane following the 
council’s latest ‘improvements’. 

“Where once there was a marvel¬ 
lous meandering green tunnel, with 
bramble-lined edges, clumps of 
cover for thrushes and wrens, and 
occasional puddles for children to 
splash in, we now have a great grav¬ 
el-lined highway stripped of many 
of its trees and better suited to 
drag-racing than quiet enjoyment 
of the countryside. 


“What a dreadful waste - not just 
of scarce public money, but of pre¬ 
cious green space.” 

The council says the work it has 
carried out has had full agreement 
from English Nature. 

A spokesman said: “Essential 
trimming works needed to be car¬ 
ried out on the overgrown Spring¬ 
head Lane right of way. 

“This included cutting back 
some vegetation as well as improv¬ 
ing drainage and the surface of 
the path which had been prone to 
flooding or pooled water. 

“All the works had the full agree¬ 
ment of English Nature who offic¬ 
ers met on site. 

“We have had compliments 
about the works which were carried 
out by a local company.”

Anger over 
‘asbestos’ fire 


TESTS are underway to find 
out whether potentially haz¬ 
ardous asbestos building 
material has been burning 
near homes in Witchford. 

Plans to change the use of 
a parcel of overgrown land in 
Marroway Lane, Witchford, 
into paddocks and stables 
for horses were approved by 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) in January. 

Paul Robinson, who owns 
the land but lives in Leeds, 
then got workmen in to start 
clearing the site. A fire was lit 
to start burning the vegeta¬ 
tion on Thursday, February 
18. 

But on Wednesday, Febru¬ 
ary 24 environmental health 
officers at ECDC were called 
out after residents reported 
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that the fire was still burning 
- and that what looked like 
asbestos sheets were being 
burned too. 

Angry residents also con¬ 
tacted the Ely News. One, 
who did not want to be 
named, said the fire was still 
smouldering on Monday af¬ 
ternoon. 

They said: “I’m livid, as 
are a lot of other residents. 
The fire has been burning 
for nearly two weeks and 
the smoke has been bad at 
times. 

“But what’s really worry¬ 
ing is the fact that asbestos 
and other hazardous mate¬ 


rials might have been burn¬ 
ing there. It’s dangerous and 
irresponsible of whoever is 
clearing the land.” 

Mr Robinson said he was 
concerned too. He said: “We 
certainly weren’t aware there 
were building materials on 
the land, let alone possible 
asbestos, else we would have 
never lit the fire.” 

Karen See, senior envi¬ 
ronmental health officer 
at ECDC, said tests are un¬ 
derway to find out what 
the building materials were 
made of.

Little Miracles in

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RELOCATING their min¬ 
iature zoo - complete 
with snakes and taran¬ 
tulas - to the rear of their 
Cambridgeshire home 
has proven to be the right 
move for Hazel and Mitch¬ 
ell Price.

across the UK, we also of¬ 
fer private visits where 
people can come to the 
Animal Experience and 
spend time with all our an¬ 
imals. That’s really grow¬ 
ing and the other week we 
had an American woman 
who came to see us. 

“She was visiting Cam¬ 
bridge, saw us pop up on 
TripAdvisor and decided 
to hop in a taxi to visit, 
which was really nice.” 

Hazel and Mitchell’s 
daughter and son-in-law, 
Kayleigh and Lee Traynier, 
also work for them, as well 
as family friend, Joshua 
Newman. 

They have 120 different 
animals in total, including 
meerkats, African hedge¬ 
hogs, snakes, tarantulas, 
tortoises, lizards and a 
barn owl, to name just a 
few. 

Hazel said: “We’re also 
taking on a lot of un¬ 
wanted exotics, which is 
nice. The RSPCA recently 
brought a terrapin to us as 
he’d been found wander¬ 
ing the streets of Stretham.

Please... think 
again on plans 

THE Market Place development is 
undoubtedly the most important in 
the city centre and surely requires 
a design of the highest quality, as 
the outcome will have a significant 
impact upon the Market Place for 
many decades. 

No-one could defend the existing 
building, so typical of its time when 
few people appreciated the quality of 
what was around them. 

My wife and I visited last week's 
exhibition to look at the revised 
proposal and were saddened by 
the weakness of the new design. 
While the first design was overt, 
over scaled and arrogantly boorish in 
appearance, the replacement seems 
to be an over-reaction to the hostility 
shown its predecessor. 

I support a more contextual design, 
but this does not mean it has to be a 
bland, weak non-entity, nor does an 
'oldie worlde' pastiche have to be the 
answer. 

Look up at the existing buildings in 
the city centre, none were intended 
to imitate what went before, but all 
reflect the style and construction 
technology limits of the time when 
they were built, e.g. the size that 
a sheet of glass could be made 
dictated the size of a window pane; 
the refacing of old buildings in the 
Georgian style was to reflect the latest 
London fashion. 

The technological capabilities 
available today mean we can do 
almost anything, but that is no excuse 
for ignoring the scale and rhythm 
of the surroundings, nor avoiding 
the challenge by opting for dull and 
stylistically inept blandness. 

Look up again and see the variety 
which makes our city centre so 
interesting, the bay windows, the 
proportions, the roof scapes and 
profiles, for example. A shop front 
changes, but rarely the building 
above. 

I do hope the developer will think 
again, if not, I hope the council 
planners will force a recognition upon 
the developer of the importance of 
this location to the centre of Ely and 
thus the need for a development of 
high quality which will be a credit 
to him and a benefit to the Market 
Place and its surroundings for many 
years to come.

I have witnessed an accident and 
many near misses due to what is a 
change from the law as stated in the 
Highway Code. 

One problem is that the temporary 
road signage cannot be seen if 
there is a lorry or high-sided van 
on the inside lane approaching the 
roundabout, so people do what is in 
accordance with the highway code. 
Having done this once they get onto 
the roundabout they either then have 
to change their positioning at the last 
second which is dangerous or stay in 
the correct position in accordance 
with the Highway Code and risk 
having an accident with someone 
who has positioned themselves in 
accordance with the temporary 
signage. 

The other problem is that it has made 
the traffic flow worse rather than 
better. Since the temporary change 
was put in the traffic now backs up 
all the way down the A142 to the 
Lancaster Business Park roundabout 
and beyond. It was never this bad 
before. 

To prove a point I stood at the 
junction on two occasions in the 
morning and afternoon when the 
traffic is at its worst and counted 
the vehicles that approached the 
roundabout from the March direction 
of the A142 towards Ely and noted 
whether they turned up the A10 
towards Ely, went down the A10 
towards Cambridge or went across 
Witchford Road into Ely. The results 
were as follows: 

Time: 9am 

100 vehicles counted 

Turned left towards Kings Lynn up the 
A10: 27 

Went straight across towards Ely on 
Witchford Road: 24 
Turned right towards Cambridge 
down the A10: 49 

Time: 5pm 

150 vehicles counted 

Turned left towards Kings Lynn up the 
A10: 46 

Went straight across towards Ely on 
Witchford Road: 37 
Turned right towards Cambridge 
down the A10: 69 

As can be seen from the above, the 
bulk of vehicles approaching the 
roundabout are turning right, so 
to bulk together the vehicles going 
straight across into Ely with that traffic 
makes the congestion worse rather 
than better. In addition the queuing 
traffic has to allow vehicles that have 
come off the roundabout and want 
to turn right across the traffic into the 
BP garage and Burger King a chance 
to do this, causing more havoc and 
delays. 

The only times I have seen traffic 
flow altered this way on an approach 
to a junction is when it has been 
to even out the traffic flow off the 
roundabout (which this does not do) 
and when the road leading up to the 
roundabout is dual carriageway for 
at least 200 yards, which this is not. 
What you get, assuming someone 
can actually see the temporary sign, 
is sudden manoeuvres by traffic 
changing road position at the last 
minute risking accidents, and bigger 
delays down the A142. 

What a mess. Put it back to how it 
should be.

The Bishop of Ely, the Rt Revd Stephen 
Conway, writes: 

A s a child, I benefited greatly from the 
hospitality, wit and wisdom of my great- 
aunts. As young women, they had all been 
in domestic service. They particularly looked 
forward to Mothering Sunday because it was 
always treated as a day off, when servants were 
able to travel home to worship with their mothers 
and other family members at their 'mother 
church', that is, the parish church where they 
had previously worshipped and attended Sunday 
school. 

My aunts enjoyed the day in all its aspects. It 
was a long-standing tradition to collect spring 
flowers along the way to church and for young 
people like my aunts to give them to their mother. 

This 19th/20th century development in the 
UK derived from the custom of the 16th century 
onwards that on the fourth Sunday of Lent 
everyone was encouraged to attend the mother 
church of the diocese, the cathedral. This Sunday 


is known as Laetare Sunday, from the introit 
anthem, 'Be joyful, O Jerusalem'. It is still the 
Sunday when we traditionally relax the rigours of 
Lent slightly. 

The original purpose of Mothering Sunday was 
largely lost by the early part of the 20th century 
in the UK and Europe. This changed from the 
1920s when the Mothering Sunday movement 
developed in the UK, led by a vicar's daughter, 

C Penswick Smith, who sought to reinterpret 
Mothering Sunday to accommodate the 
development of Mother's Day in North America. 

A celebration of mother church became a day 
on which to celebrate our mothers and the joys 
of motherhood. The pattern of services and the 
sending of cards which we now enjoy largely took 
off during and after the Second World War here 
and in Ireland. 

We owe this to American and Canadian 
servicemen who were used to celebrating their 
mums in church on a special Sunday. 

I am really thankful for Mothering Sunday as an 
opportunity to celebrate the gift of my mother. It is 


also a joy to thank God for all the mothering that 
any of us receive through our lives. 

What we must not forget is the 'mothering' love 
of God. In her Revelations of Divine Love, Julian 
of Norwich, the 14th century mystic, refers to 
God as mother. In Common Worship [the Church 
of England's modern-language Prayer Book] you 
will find a canticle of St Anselm which develops 
Jesus's own allusion to himself as the mother hen 
gathering her chicks under her wings. All Anselm's 
hope is rooted in the death and resurrection of 
Jesus. Jesus bears all the birth-pains of our rebirth 
into eternal life. 

Mothering Sunday enables us to celebrate our 
mothers - living and departed. 

The festival allows us to rejoice that the Church 
enables us to receive and share an all-embracing 
motherly love that builds communion and 
fellowship. 

Most of all, we give thanks for the insight of our 
forbears in faith that God loves as a mother and 
father and reaches out to us in mercy as well as 
judgment.

FURTHER improvements 
are being made to facilities 
at Ely railway station. 

Abellio Greater Anglia has 
started work to refurbish 
the waiting room on plat¬ 
form one with new energy- 
efficient heating, and new 
decor, flooring and seating. 

The waiting area will also 
offer passengers the chance 
to charge laptops and mo¬ 
bile phones and work while 
they wait with plug sockets 
and tables available. 

The male and female toi¬ 
let facilities are also being 
upgraded which the rail 
operator says will “create a 
more modern and hygienic 
environment for custom¬ 
ers”. 

The toilets will be out of 
use while the refurb, which 


is expected to last a few 
weeks, is carried out. 

Paul Stannard, area cus¬ 
tomer services manager, 
said: “The new facilities will 
benefit passengers using 
the station, creating a more 
welcoming and pleasant 
environment for custom¬ 
ers. 

“We hope customers will 
bear with us while these im¬ 
provement works are car¬ 
ried out and we are working 
to minimise any inconven¬ 
ience.”

have taken place since last 
summer. 

Abellio Greater Anglia 
has also recently complet¬ 
ed work on building a new 
Cycle Park Plus facility at 
the station which provides 


secure cycle parking in a 
lockable compound for up 
to 144 bikes, as well as open 
access parking for a further 
200 . 

The firm has also upgrad¬ 
ed the station’s CCTV sys¬ 
tem following an attempted 
cash machine raid there in 
January. 

The new, improved sys¬ 
tem is high definition and 
features facial recognition 
cameras.

Brave Shona’s 
bid to highlight 
painful illness

A YOUNG woman who suf¬ 
fers from a painful urinary 
illness is trying to raise 
awareness about the condi¬ 
tion. 

Shona Robinson, 22, has 
Fowler’s Syndrome - a pain¬ 
ful cause of urinary reten¬ 
tion in young women. 

The cause of the condi¬ 
tion, which is uncommon 
and debilitating, is not yet 
known and is still being 
researched, which means 
there is little support for suf¬ 
ferers. 

Shona, who was diag¬ 
nosed with the condition 
last spring following years of 
bladder and kidney issues, 
wants more people to know 
about Fowler’s Syndrome. 

The former Ely College 
student has recently made 
an online video to show how 
lifechanging the condition 
is. 

Shona, who lives indepen¬ 
dently in Ely but requires 
care from her parents and 
district nurses, said: “Fowl¬ 
er’s Syndrome is a horrible 
condition. It can’t kill you 
like cancer or any of the oth¬ 
er well-known illnesses can 
but it’s still devastating. 

“I’d never heard of it be¬ 
fore I was diagnosed and it’s 
totally changed my life. I’m 
in constant pain and even 
simple tasks like getting 
dressed are exhausting - I 
can’t really do things that a 
22-year-old woman does.” 

Shona currently has to 
use a catheter, although this 
year she should undergo 
surgery to have a stoma fit¬ 
ted. A stoma is a bud-like 
structure which sits on the 
surface of the skin on the 
abdomen to collect urine 
from the urinary tract. 


Shona, who volunteers at 
the K9 Cafe in Ely, said: “It’s 
going to be a big operation 
but I’m looking forward to 
having it done. It should re¬ 
ally improve my quality of 
life as the catheter is causing 
me quite a lot of problems, 
including chronic infec¬ 
tions. 

“People automatically as¬ 
sociate catheters with old 
people but that’s not the 
case. I also get sarcastic 
comments from people who 
see me using disabled toilets 
as they don’t believe I should 
be using them.

Earith, Sutton and Bluntish- 
am, among others, say the 
move is an important first 
step towards tackling the 
problems of noise, pollution 
and safety. 

Alan James, a member 
of the group said: “We wel¬ 
come Mick George’s initia¬ 
tive, now we would like to 
see other local haulage firms 
follow his example. 

“We recognise that local 
hauliers are only one cause 
of unsuitable traffic on Fen 
roads through villages, but 
this initiative is an impor¬ 
tant first step. 

“We will continue to work 
with the county council to 
impose appropriate weight 
limits designed to prevent 
long distance and compet¬ 
ing traffic from out-of-area 
hauliers, continuing to 


cause disturbance and ill- 
health to villagers and costly 
damage to the county’s mi¬ 
nor road network.” 

A spokesman for Hadden¬ 
ham Parish Council said: “It 
is imperative that all haul¬ 
age companies follow this 
lead and stick to their rout¬ 
ing agreements.

A TEAM of students and staff from 
Ely College gave up their half-term 
break to volunteer at schools in one 
of Africa’s largest slums. 

The 21-strong team worked in 
Nakuru, Kenya, helping two schools 
to provide education for some of 
the area’s poorest children. 

Over 600,000 people live in the 
Nakuru slum, which is the fastest 
growing town in Africa. 

The team completed the build¬ 
ing of a new classroom for the Un- 
gana Academy and repaired several 
classrooms at Jubilee Academy. 

The volunteers also worked 
alongside the teachers in classes, 
taught lessons, organised sporting 
activities and carried out commu¬ 
nity visits, taking much needed pro¬ 
visions to families in need. 

The trip also included a visit to 
the Nakuru dump, on which over 
200 families live and scrape togeth¬ 
er a living.

In their luggage the group took 
over 21 bags of school shoes, chil¬ 
dren’s socks and underpants, all 
donated by the Ely College commu¬ 
nity. 

The trip was capped off with a 
visit to an elephant orphanage and 
a chance to feed giraffes at the Nai¬ 


robi Giraffe Sanctuary. 

The team have spent the last year 
fundraising for the trip and plans 
are already being made for another 
trip next year.

AN Ely man has set himself the 
challenge of raising £15,000 to help 
a school and orphanage in Cambo¬ 
dia. 

Peter Harris, who works as an in¬ 
ternational education consultant, 
has been involved in the work of 
the Centre for Children’s Happiness 
(CCH) in Phnom Penh, the Cambo¬ 
dian capital, for the past nine years. 

The centre gives a home and ed¬ 
ucation to children who live on or 
near the ‘smoking mountain’ - the 
city’s rubbish dumps. 

Peter, who lives in Ely with his 
partner, Liz Sayers, said: “I travel 
all over the world and I am often in 
Asia, but nowhere has touched my 
heart quite like CCH which houses, 
nurtures, feeds, clothes and edu¬ 
cates the ‘dumpsters’.” 

Currently there are just over 80 
children living in the homes and a 
further 70 from impoverished fam¬ 
ilies nearby who go to CCH for an 
education. 

Some older students, 16 this year, 
are also supported to go on to voca¬ 
tional training, in the coastal resort 


of Sihanoukville. 

Peter said: “The centre is run by 
its director, Max Sokha, and his 
caring staff. In spite of the hard¬ 
ship and abuse many of the chil¬ 
dren have suffered there is a sense 
of great joy and genuine happiness. 

“They take great pride in their 
environment and are always de¬ 
lighted to show visitors around.” 


Four years ago, Peter established 
the ‘Dumpster Chorale’ to encour¬ 
age the children’s love of music and 
singing. He said: “It was wonder¬ 
ful to see them grow in confidence 
and eventually give a concert in 
front of a large audience - includ¬ 
ing the American ambassador and 
the great and good of Phnom Penh 
- which raised much needed funds 


to support the work of CCH.” 

Now Peter has set himself the 
challenge of raising £15,000 which 
would employ three teachers for a 
year and he is in touch with con¬ 
tacts in education to contribute 
teaching materials.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

Q Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

Q Kitchen cupboards - go through your kitchen 
cupboards and throw out anything not in date.

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Building stuff in 
the UK could be 
making a comeback 



T HE decision by Aston 
Martin to build its next 
car - the DBX - in 
Wales could start a trend to 
return manufacturing and the 
jobs they create to the UK, 
according to a leading industry 
commentator. 

Christian Stadler, Professor 
of Strategic Management at 
Warwick Business School, said: 
"The Aston Martin decision is 
in line with a broader trend: 
labour cost is no longer the 
main consideration. Smart 
companies are particularly 
wary of the implications in 
terms of quality and image. We 
have seen something similar 
for example when Porsche 
decided to produce the 
Porsche Cayenne in Germany 
rather than US (ie close to the 
customer) or in Eastern Europe 
(ie lower costs). 

"Aston Martin's value 
proposition is a very expensive, 
up-marked car that is 
quintessential^ British. So 
producing the car outside the 
UK would have threatened this. 

"Of course there are 
challenges ahead however: 
Aston Martin is a small 
independent car producer. 

It lacks the marketing power 
of JLR who has the support 
of Tata. That showed in the 
aftermath of the financial 
crisis where it did not do 
as well as other luxury car 
makers. The new investment 
won't deal with this structural

issue. The new investment is 
helpful though in the sense 
that an attractive new product 
will come to market quickly. 
Constant updating of product 
pipeline is crucial in the 
industry." 

The luxury marque will 
build its new DBX model at a 
plant in St Athan in the Vale of 
Glamorgan from 2020 following 
a worldwide search for a new 
manufacturing facility. 

The plant will be Aston 
Martin's second factory and will 
create an estimated 1,000 jobs 
in the wider supply chain and 
local businesses. 

The firm is famous for the 
sporty models associated with 
007, and Daniel Craig drove an 
Aston DB10 in the latest Bond 
movie Spectre. 

Aston Martin's chief 
executive Andrew Palmer said: 
"During our 103-year history, 
Aston Martin has become 
famous for making beautiful 


hand-crafted cars in England. 

"Through a detailed 
evaluation of over 20 potential 
global locations for this new 
manufacturing facility, we were 
consistently impressed with the 
focus on quality, cost and speed 
from the Welsh Government 
team. 

"As a great British company, 
we look forward to St Athan 
joining Gaydon as our second 
centre of hand-crafted 
manufacturing excellence." 

First Minister Carwyn Jones 
said: "Our success today is 
testament to the reputation, 
dedication and skills of the 
Welsh workforce, all qualities 
that are synonymous with such 
a luxury, hand-crafted brand as 
Aston Martin." 

Economy Minister Edwina 
Hart said the plant making the 
DBX would mean cars rolling 
off a production line in Wales 
for the first time in almost 50 
years.
